RAF CONTINUES DAY, NIGHT

LON DOV, April 4—Furthering their relentless 
“non hi top” air offensive against V eil-occupied 
territories, planes of the BAF swept over north­ 
ern France In broad daylight again today after 
blasting 
German held airdromes and 
railroad 
yards in a night attack. 
British fighter and bomber planes in consider­ 
able force crossed the Kent coast In the vicinity 
of IHnigeness In brilliant sunshine heading to­ 
ward Boulogne. They later were observed re­ 
turning. 
In their third successive night raid against Ger­ 
man held northern France the BAF bombers and 
fighters blasted airdromes and railway yards, the 
sir ministry said. 
The British fliers, after unloading most of their 


bombs on appointed objectives, hovered over Nail 
airports to await the return of German planes 
which again soared across southern England. The 
BAF filers attacked and shot up the returning 
Nail craft. 
A 
huge explosion 
blasted a runway directly 
in front of a German lleinkel when a British flier 
dropped a stick of bombs as the Nazi craft came 
to for a landing. 
The German planes carried out widespread ac­ 
tivity over England during the night but the ac­ 
tion was reported light in comparison with the 
previous night’s severe attack on southeast towns. 
Anti-aircraft batteries went into action along 
the Thames estuary when enemy planes ranged 
over the southeast coast.

destroyed since 
Pearl Harbor and 
in the month* 
immediately preceeding 
America 
entering the war. 
In it* night communique, 
the 
Navy bluntly informed the nation I 
th a t the three ships “were sunk 
by enemy action in the vicinity of 
northern Australia 
and 
in the 
w aters south of Java in late Feb­ 
ruary and early March.” 
Moet of the 
700 victims were 
members of the Langley crew, but 
through a quirk of fate and the 
uncertain fortunes 
of 
w ar the 
members lost 
their lives during 
the fateful attack on the Pecos af­ 
ter they had been rescued follow- 
lng their first ordeal. 
“Official reports 
from 
Tokyo i 
claimed the sinking of the Lang­ 
ley at least three times during the 
first month of the war,” the com­ 
munique said, “during which time 
the Langley wa* not 
damaged.

The attack on t ie city, which 
the Chinese had declared they will 
hold at all costs, resulted in no 
m ilitary damage, how*ever. 
It w*as announced that the with­ 
drawal of British imperial forces 
covering the evacuation of Prome 
in western Burma “proceeded sat­ 
isfactorily" yesterday. 
“The enemy followed up hard 
but was successfully dealt with,” 
the communique said.

troops were subjected to severe 
air attack, causing some casual­ 
ties. 
“Mandalay was bombed heavily 
yesterday morning. No

hospital caught fire a**d the pati­ 
ents had to be moved to safety. 
“Two 
other towns in 
central 
Burma 
were bombed 
yesterday. 
Damage was slight.” 
Mandalay, a city of 100.000 pop­ 
ulation, is a strategic communica­ 
tions center connecting with Chi­ 
nese headquarters at Chungking.

oil fields of Iraq and Iran.

Libya for what appears likely to 
be a diversion drive against the 
British in E gypt

IN HAWAII last summer a pe­ 
culiar form of conjunctivitis ap­ 
peared. It wasn’t very serious, 
except in the large numbers of 
people affected. It might be rated 
in a little worse than a bad cold,

but an attack lasted two or three 
weeks and everyone wha caught it 
complained more than if he had a 
bad cold, because be didn’t want 
to go around with red. streaming 
eyes and granular lids. 
In October it began to appear in 
California and spread rapidly, 
reaching its peak incidence in De­ 
cember. To show how widespread 
it became, it was estimated that 
as many aa two per cent of all the 
employees in some ship building 
plants were affected. Some special 
troops of workers who had to put 
a special strain on the eyes, such 
as welders, were more frequently 
affected than others. 
Ordinary Pink Eye 
Conjunctivitis, or ordinary pink 
eye, is known to be contagious, and 
a particular group of germs is in 
most cases responsible and can be 
cultured from the secretions. But 
in these eases, although they were 
thoroughly examined by bacteriol­ 
ogists, no germs of any kind were 
found and they are now known as 
cases of epidemic virus conjuncti­ 
vitis. 
I saw a few cases and can testify 
that it is quite an uncomfortable 
condition. At first there is pain, 
excessive teariness and the feel­ 
ing that a granular or dusty body 
or other foreign substance is in 
the eye. 
The lids are greatly 
swollen, although there is no ac­ 
tual pus discharge—as often hap­ 
pens in ordinary pink eye. 
Th* whites of the eyes are in­ 
tensely reddened and as a nearly 
regular thing there are small 
hemorrhages beneath the coats of 
the whites of the eyes. Reports of 
“how you caught it” were rife and 
vaned. One theory which always 
comes up in such cases was that it 
was due to swimming in pools. 
Method of Spread 
The real method of spread was 
probably plain contamination with 
soiled linen, and hands. One per­ 
son with a mild case rubs his eyes, 
handles a tool, puts it down, then 
another person picks it up and 
then nibs his eyes. The welder or 
worker at tha brightly lighted 
machine didn’t strain his eyes, but 
the light made his eyes itch and he 
rubbed them more than somebody 
else. 
This is a lesson that can be ap­ 
plied to all cases of pink eye, be­ 
cause they all tend to occur in epi­ 
demic form. It is astonishing how 
many cross contacts people can 
make. such as pupils in a school-

There is a lesson also that ap­ 
plies to all forms of conjunctivitis 
in the reports of the effects of 
treatment. Most of these cases ara 
treated with the mild organic sil­ 
ver preparations, such as argyrol. 
Other mild antiseptic solutions, 
such as the zinc preparations, can 
be used. Personally, I favor a qui­ 
nine bisulphate ointment squeezed 
in the eye from an ophthalmic 
tube. Sometimes any one of these 
preparations causes more irrita­ 
tion and docs more harm than 
food. 
Cold compresses perhaps 
give more real relief than any 
other thing. ‘ 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
C. B. S.:—“ Is it true that a 
person can pick up a pneumonia 
germ and carry it around for 
eleven or twelve months and then 
have the germ develop into a bad 
case of pneumonia*" 
Answer: Not enough is known 
about the immunity reactions of 
the carriers of pneumonia germs 
to answer this question. It la tm * 
that a great many people carry 
pneumonia germs in their mouths; 
whether they develop pneumonia 
from there same germs or from 
new ones they pick up has not 
been answered by bacteriologists. 


J. B. E .:—“I. Would a cup of 
pure coffee hurt a perron with any 
form of heart trouble? 2. What 
kind of salt can a person with 
high blood pressure, kidney 
trouble and heart trouble use?
